No new matter has been introduced by this 
amendment Changes to the claims are not made for the purpose of patentability within the 
meaning of 35 U.S.C. §101, §102, §103,or§112. Rather, these changes are made simply for 
clarification and to round out the scope of protection to which Applicant is entitled. The 
Abstract is hereby amended, thereby obviating the objection, Paragraph [0032] is hereby 
amended to correct a minor typographical error. Claim 10 is also amended to correct a minor 
typographical error. Claim 8 is hereby amended to provide sufficient antecedent basis. 

IL REJECTIONS UNDER 35 U.S.C. §1 03(a) 

Claims 1-15 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as allegedly unpatentable over 
the art of record as described in the Office Action dated February 7, 2007. 

Applicant respectfidly submits that the present claims are patentable over the 
cited references for at least the following reasons.

Applicant respectfully submits that nothing has been found in Koch or 



MacEahem that would teach or suggest the above-identijfied feature of claim 1 . Specifically, 
neither reference describes parallel fingers that operate independent of a CDMA demodulator, as 
recited in claim 1. Indeed, as understood by Applicant, Koch shows a filter associated with each 
receiver circuit. (See Koch, Figure 1). 

Therefore, for at least these reasons, independent claim 1 is patentable. 

Independent claims 3, 10, 12 and 14 are similar, or somewhat similar, in scope 
and are therefore patentable for similar, or somewhat similar^ reasons. 

ni. DEPENDENT CLAIMS 

The other claims in this application are each dependent from one of the 
independent claims discussed above and are therefore patentable for at least the same reasons. 
Since each dependent claim is also deemed to define an additional aspect of the invention, 
however, the individual reconsideration of the patentability of each on its own merits is 
respectfully requested.
